The conference of the president with 
the prominent men of all 
factions, 
which It was believed was held to de­ 
fine a policy of amicable accord and 
of agreeing to the terms of the reply 
to Secretary Knox’s note of warning, 
proved merely to be an exchange of 
views, no defined policy being formu­ 
lated. 
There was one discordant note In 
the attitude of the leaders of the vet­ 
erans, who seemed reluctant to sur­ 
render the fruits of their heretofore 
trium phant campaign and 
were dis­ 
posed to insist upon the constitutional 
rights of the officers of the arm y and 
rural guard to take part in the move­ 
ment. 
That this opposition has completely 
surrendered its position is Indicated 
by the following official memorandum 
issued from the palace after a long 
conference between the president and 
General Nunez and Colonel Coronado, 
editor of D.scusion, representing the 
veterans: 


Spirit of Utmost Cordiality. 


“ General Nunez and Colonel Corona 
do conferred with the president. 
Ex ­ 
isting throughout the conference was 
a spirit of the utmost cordiality and 
patriotism. 
Both veterans declared It 
would be their foremost effort to re­ 
store am ity and confidence throughout 
the republic and remove the slightest 
pretext that might endanger the inde­ 
pendence of the country. 
They were 
fully resolved to put an end to the 
present veteranlsta campaign, so as to 
remove any cause of 
unrest, 
with 
which purpose they would issue Im ­ 
perative directions to all veteran clubs 
to cease their activities in the sense 
referred to. 
“ The veteran clubs are to continue, 
in accordance with their bylaws, as 
benevolent and patriotic Institutions, 
In no way departing from the purposes 
defined in their constitutions. 
It was 
also pledged that this agreement would 
be promptly submitted to the general 
council of veterans for legal rectifica­ 
tion. 
“ The president is greatly gratified at 
these declarations, which he expected 
in view of the ardent love for the 
country which has ever Inspired the 
liberators of Cuba.”

MOST SEVERE GALE IN YEARS 


About IOO Lives Lost in W ater Sur­ 
rounding Great Britain. 


Ixtndon, Jan. 19—-The gale which 
stiff continues in some parts of the 
United Kingdom has been the most 
severe in a long period. 
About one 
hundred lives have been sacrificed by 
shipwrecks and accidents and it is 
feared the tale of disaster is not yet 
complete. 
Off the Aberdeen coast the weather 
has been particularly wild. 
A large 
steamer was seen to disappear. 
It 
may have put out to sea, but it is 
feared it has been wrecked. 
Two oth­ 
er 
wrecks 
are 
reported 
along the 
coast, of which no details can be ob­ 
tained. 
Another vessel was seen to 
founder and it Is supposed to have 
been an Aberdeen collier with four 
teen hands aboard.

“ ’A careful review of these reports 
makes it clear to my mind that he is 
suffering from a combination of dis 
eases due 
to degenerative 
changes 
which are Incurable and progressive 
The reports show that both the condi­ 
tion of the kidneys and the heart are 
growing worse. 
I regard the attack of 
cardiac dyspnoea, or heart block, from 
which he suffered on the morning of 
the 15th inst., as an ominous occur­ 
rence. 
In my opinion the prisoner’s 
duration of life will be in aff pro!) 
ability less than one month lf kept in 
confinement and In the event of his 
release tinder commutation of sentence 
it is not probable that he w ill live as 
long aa six months.’ ” 
Mrs. Morse, who arrived here from 
New York, was Informed of the presi­ 
dent’s clemency to her husband. 
The attorney general, immediately 
following the president s action, tele­ 
graphed to Warden Moyer of the A t­ 
lanta 
penitentiary, 
who 
technically 
was in charge of Morse even though 
he had been removed to the Fort Mc­ 
Pherson hospital, to release the pris­ 
oner. 
The army surgeons at Fort Mc­ 
Pherson 
were 
sim ilarly 
instructed. 
Morse will be freed by the telegraphic 
orders, it being unnecessary for the 
Atlanta authorities to aw ait th# formal 
warrant of commutation which w ill be 
sent by mall. 
Efforts for a complete pardon were 
unavailing and under the law Morse 
could not 
be paroled until 
he 
had 
served five years. 
Under the commu­ 
tation he w ill be allowed to leave the 
army hospital at Fort McPherson, near 
Atlanta, at once.

tablet on the paper, one conducted Hie 
hand of Hie prince, holding the stylus 
dipped in purple on the type of tile 
different letters, and took aw ny the 
w riting furnished with his signature ' 
The sam e thing is reported of King 
T heodore and of Charlem agne 
In the middle ages the Illuminator* 
and decorators made much of such tab 
lets for tracing involved initial letter* 
and even In a way composed 
e n t i l e 
works, such as copies of the plain 
songs, etc.

to a possible article from his pen. 
Let it suffice to say here that a sol­ 
id timber drop shaft is like a rectang­ 
ular block house, open at the top and 
bottom, with the timbers connected 
vertically by heavy iron bolts. 
It is 
heavily and sharply shod with steel at 
the top, while the sand is hoisted in 
buckets from the bottom and con­ 
veyed away from the shaft by an aer­ 
ial tram. 
Pumps were placed in this shaft to 
handle the water and it was sunk to 
a depth of 55 feet, from which point 
tw’enty-four 3-inch pipes were washed 
down through the sand to the top 
of the hardpan. 
Two rock drills 
with 22 feet of drill steel, were then 
rigged up and holes drilled down 
through the pipes in to the hardpan. 
These holes were charged with dyna­ 
mite and fired, sixty-four sticks of 
60 per cent pow'der being used in each 
blast, the sand acting as a cushion 
against the bottom 
of 
shaft. 
We 
have good reason to believe that we 
have broken up the hardpan, bould­ 
ers and all, and expect no difficulty in 
passing rapidly through the same. 
Our final preparations for putting 
* 
the shaft to ledge are now almost 
complete. 
They consist, in the main,

This is not 
because there is no great amount of ; 
good ore on the south range, as some ; 
have supposed without looking into I 
the matter, but because of certain 
conditions existing during the early j 


range was already somewhat con­ 
trolled and consequently turned to 
the newer 
north 
range 
district, 
whose area was less circumscribed 
and where land could be obtained at 
cheaper rates. 
Thus it came about 
that the diversified exploration and 
excitement tended to center about 
the north range area from the first. 


So far the largest ore bodies in the 
Cuyuna district have been found on 
the north range. 
What bessemer ore 
there is developed at the present time 
is also on the north range. 
Besse­ 
mer ore has been encountered on the 
south range but only in negligible 
quantities. 
As far as the grade of ore goes 
there is no difference between the 
two ranges. 
The south range has 


stratified with lean 
ore 
or 
other 
phases of the partly concentrated iron 
formation. 
The total 
tonnage 
of 
commercial ore in such a lens may be 
large— 6,000,000 tons or more, but to 
get this ore out it will be necessary to 
hoist a great quantity of the lean ma­ 
terial interlayered with it.

it is easy to see that more complete !

From it? Earliest I>ays the Judge 
Writes Entertainingly 


BECAME A RESIDENT OOT 9. 1871 


Brainerd Was Certainly a Most Stren­ 
uous Frontier Town in its Ear­ 
ing Pioneer Days 


I an: requested to give the readers 
of the Brainerd Dispatch extra some 
incidents of Brainerd when young. 
I became a resident of Brainerd 
October 9. IST I. 
I easily remember 
the day as a gentleman on the train, 
just before we reached Brainerd, told 
roe Chicago was on fire; that the fire 
commenced the night before and was 
still burning. 
The Chicago fire com­ 
menced Oct. 8, 1871. 
I find it diffi­ 
cult to remember exact dates after so 
long a space of time, without some­ 
thing to aid the mind as above m e n­ 
tioned. 
S me time since, I was asked when 
th* N 
P reached Brainerd. 
I a n s ­ 
wered 
“In the spring of 1871,” but 
when they wanted to know the exact 
date. I did not know and I could not 
ascertain in Brainerd from any one 
I talked with. 
Later, when talking 
with Adam Brown, I told him the dif­ 
ficulty I had in getting the exact date. 
I said: 
“ You were an engineer on 
th* road in its early history, do you 
remember the time when the N. I*, 
railroad reached Brainerd?” 
“ I do 
very distinctly. 
I never will forget 
that day. 
I pulled th* first passenger 
train that ever came into Brainerd. 
It was tile 14th day of March, 1871. j 
I was the engineer and pulled the 
train from the N. I*, junction (now 
Carlton i 
We had a l'ullman sleep­ 
er and several passenger coaches, and 
everybody who wanted to go had a 
free ride to Brainerd on the first pas­ 
senger train that ever passed over the 
road. 
.1. Cooke, of Philadelphia, who 
financed the building of the road was 
on the train, and many officers and 
friends of the road from St. Paul and 
New York City.” 
Win n Mr. Ilalsted got up his Brain­ 
erd Tribune Supplement, he asked m e 
to ai\e him a few points of our early 
Ii Story 
In attem pting to do it I 
tried to ascertain tile date the N. P. 
railroad bridge across the Mississip­ 
pi at Brainerd fell, carrying down 
with ii a long loaded freight train 
and a caboose full of passengers. I 
did not remember and could not find 
oat iii Brainerd and failed to ascer­ 
tain at N. P. headquarters 
in 
St. 
Paul. 
T.ater. I was visiting my old 
friend W. W. Hartley of Mountain 
View, California. 
I told him the dif­ 
ficulty I had had to ascertain the date 
the \ \ P. railroad bridge at Brainerd 
fell. 
He answered, ‘‘I can tell you.” 
He arose, took a bound volume of Hie 
Brainerd Tribune from a shelf and 
read from that paper dated July 31, 
in75, an article written by himself 
when editor of that paper, which 
stated the bridge fell the Tuesday be­ 
fur*, which would be July 27, 1875. 
Mr Hartley was editor of the Brain­ 
erd Tribune many years 
ML C. R us­ 
sell started that paper in 1872, in a 
small building across the alley west 
of the Iron 
Exchange building on 
Laurel street. 
Two or three years 
later he sold out to W. W. Hartley, 
who edited the paper for several years 
and then sold out to (.corge S. C an­ 
field, who subsequently changed its 


name to Northwestern Tribune. 
In 
June. 1876. I was in Jamestown. N. 
D. 
Thomas Harris was then the N. 
P. agent and telegraphic 
operator 
there. 
Previously he had 
been 
a 
brakeman on trains r u n n in g in and 
out of Brainerd and I was personally 
acquainted with him. 
On retu rn in g 
to Jamestown, after spending the day 
on the prairie with a horse and dog 
looking at 
land and chasing jack 
rabbits, Mr. Harris told me (Jenera! 
Custer and his whole army had been 
massacred by the Indians. 
He said 
the news was wired to the St. Paul 
papers. 
After talking the m atter ov­ 
er some time we each expressed a be­ 
lief th a t during our life time two 
more 
.trans-continenta l 
railroads 
would open the country between the 
Mississippi river and the Pacific coast. 
Trains on the Union Pacific were then 
ru n n in g from Omaha to San F r a n ­ 
cisco. 
We th ought that if th ree (3) 
railroads spanned the country 
be­ 
tween the Mississippi river and the 
Pacific coast, it would be so easy to 
get troops to every point of the west­ 
ern wilderness th at Indian outbreaks 
would cease. 
I have not crossed said 
territory on all the roads that span 
it. but have crossed the country be­ 
tween the Mississippi river and the 
Pacific coast on six different rail­ 
roads. 
I speak of this for the p u r­ 
pose only to show the wonderful pro­ 
gress and unparalleled development 
the country has made since that year. 
When the N. P. railroad reached 
Brainerd the town and country about 
it was a vast forest of ja< k pine, with 
some Norway pine and white pine 
mixed with it. 
When I became a res­ 
ident of the town, it had been plat­ 
ted and the streets cut out through 
the tall jack pines which gave it a 
picturesque appearance. 
The build­ 
ings on tho north side of the track 
were then four 
in 
num ber: 
Tile 
building now standing near the rail­ 
road bridge, north of the track, and 
occupied by J. H. Hal let t for some 
years before his death, w'as then oc­ 
cupied by a general store; tho Head­ 
quarters hotel, on Sixth street and 
facing the track, opposite the pas­ 
senger depot; the Episcopal church 
and a piece of the Lyman P. White 
house. 
Those were the only build­ 
ings north of the N. P. track at that 
time. 
Nothing south of the track 
and east of Fifth street. 
The town 
then consisted of a row of houses on 
Front street between Fifth street and 
Third street, but not more than three- 
fourths of the lots were occupied. 
There were a few buildings and tents 
south of this row of buildings, but 


f ew only. 
Then Brainerd had a pop­ 
ulation of over three hundred. Much 
building was done in the year 1872 
and the first half of 1873. 
In 1873 
I 
Cooke failed, the N. P R. IL Co. 
| went into the hands of a receiver and 
Brainerd slept until 
about 
1877, 
when she commenced to show signs 
of life. 
The building of the shops 
was commenced in 1880, and early in 
1*8? we had a committee appointed 
to count the resident of the city and 
they reported that Brainerd had a 
population of over fifteen thousand 
actual residents. 
W hether the re­ 
port was true or padded we could 
not tell. 


In the summer of 1883 the com­ 
pany laid off about fifty per cent of 
tile employes tit the shops and Brain­ 
erd again went 
to sleep. 
We 
all 
know when she has slept and been 
awake since. 
She 
will 
be 
fully 
awake and conscious before this year 
ends. 


In the early years Brainerd had 
many 
undesirable 
citizens. 
There 


were many here who had followed 
the building of th** Union 
Pacific 
from Omaha to San Francisco. Cut­ 
ting, stabbing and 
shooting 
were 
quite frequent, and most everybody 
seemed to consider himself equal to 
or superior to the law. 


Early in 18 73 Winston and Ros­ 
ser had a contract grading several 
miles south on the St. Paul branch, 
and their camps were at the crossing 
of Oak street and the N. P., east of 
the high school house. 
Dr. Rosser 
was practicing medicine at Brainerd 
land Mr. Winston, a relative of the 
Minneapolis Winstons, had charge of 
the work. 
Some men, working on 
the grade, quit between pay days and 
demanded their pay. 
Mr. 
Winston 
told them he had no money in camp 
and could not pay them until pay day. 
He explained to them th a t he had 
money expressed to him to pay off 
on pay days but did not keep it in 
camp. 
They told him to pay them or 
they would take him to town and 
hang him. 
They took hold of him. 
He drew a revolver and sent several 
shots Into them but the bullets did 
not go through their clothes. 
They 
did not notice his firing any more 
than an ox would the biting of a fly. 
They brought him up town and took 
him Into the Stockholm Hotel, which 
was then situated on the lot now oc­ 
cupied by the F ail hotel 
on 
Fifth 
street. 
They took 
him 
into 
the 
front room of the hotel, which was a 
saloon, where there were 75 men or 
more, and 
sent men 
after a rope. 
While this was going on W insto n’s 
friends heard of it, and in less time 
than it takes to tell it a dozen or more 
of them went into th at saloon and 
took Winston out, and every other 
person th ere they took out or laid out. 
Winston asked them to go into Mar­ 
tins and tell him how they heard he 
was in trouble, which they did. 
Af­ 
ter all m atters had been satisfactorily 
explained 
several 
times— Winston 
returned to camp alone and continued 
his work as though nothing unusual 
had happened. 
He returned to camp 
without men companions. 
He was a 
small man but I think he would have 
been pleased to meet three or four 
of Ii is intended hangers. 


Al tit is time there were no rail­ 
roads north of the N. P. railroad in 
Minnesota, and no farms unless some 
had recently started. 
There 
were 
two farms in Crow Wing county. Da­ 
vid McArthur, who lived on a farm 
and his house was a few rods from 
where the N. P. (’row Wing station 
now stands, and Dan Mooers, who 
lived at Fort Ripley. 
In the spring I 
of 1S72 Mrs. Mc Arthur 
sent 
her J 
daughter, about I* years year of aee. \ 
tee Crow Wing village, a distance of; 
about one mile, on an errand. 
A I 
of the way was through the 
woods. 
The girl did not reach the 
village and was not heard of after- \ 
ward. 
Tile country about was ex­ 
amined and re-examined. 
A Half- j 
breed told a squaw at Crow Wing! 
that he and another half-breed as- j 
saulted and then murdered her and ; 
burned her body. 
They were a r r e s t - 1 
cd and imprisoned in the Brainerd j 
jail. 
I was then county attorney bul j 
could not find the squaws for wit- j 
nesses and had no legal evidence to , 
hold 
a 
preliminary 
examination. 
While m atters were in this condition, 
a posse took the half-breeds out of 
jail one night and took them down to 
the place of tin* supposed murder. 
The half-breeds took the posse to the 
place where there had been a fire 
and where they had burned her body. 
Members of the posse or gang exam­ 
ined the ashes 
and found 
human 
BUICK 


bones. 
The half-breeds 
were then 
brought back and replaced in jail and 
the next night hanged. 
I always had 
some doubt about the truth of this 
evidence, but did not hear of it u n ­ 
til some time after the hanging. 
On 
Sunday night, July 21, 1872, a mob 
of 200 or more took the half-breeds 
out of jail and hu n g them to the 
limbs of a large Norway pine in front 
of the Last Turn saloon. 
The mob 
drew one up to a limb of the tree and 
tied fast the end of the rope they had 
hold of. 
They then drew up the o th ­ 
er with his hands tied fast behind 
him. 
When p art way up to the limb 
he broke his hands loose, seized the 
rope above his head and went up it 
as nimbly as a squirrel climbs a tree, 
and threw himself on top of the limb. 
T hat Instant five or six bullets went 
through his body. 
The 
onlookers 
thought the Indians had 
gathered 
and were making an attack. 
In less 
tha n a minute not a person was in 
sight except those 
who 
did 
the 
shooting. 
They knew it was not an 
Indian attack. 
I do not thin k there 
was an Indian in the village at the 
time of the hanging. 
The 
half- 
breeds’ squaws were reported to have 
said 
th at the whites served them 
right if they were guilty. 
N otw ith­ 
s tanding this, the sheriff wired the 
governor that the Indians were about 
to massacre all the people of the vil­ 
lage. 
A day or two later three com­ 
panies of militia from St. Paul were 
here. 


The Svea Hotel had then recently 
been completed, which stood on the 
land now occupied by the Mahlum 
Lumber Company. 
One Sunday eve­ 
ning, when the troops were 
here I 
there was an opening dance in th a t 
hotel. 
Wick and Mahlum built the 
hotel. 
On the night of the dance 
some railroad boys went to the dance. 
There was some misunderstanding. 
In an instant the lights were shot out 
and everybody was shooting or being 
shot, cutting or being cut, or getting 
out of the way. 
The troops were call­ 
ed out, marched to the Svea hotel, 
surrounded the same. 
They sent a 
guard through it and found two per­ 
sons 
Wicks and Mahlum, the o w n­ 
ers of the hotel. 
Mahlum is now in 
the M. A. I. railroad offices at Brain­ 
erd. 
William Wicks, his brother-in- 
law, I ani informed 
is 
dead. 
The 
soldiers brought them down to camp 
and held them as prisoners of war 
for a time. 
Henry The viol, of 317 
North 
Broadway, 
was one of the 
soldiers who captured 
Wicks 
and I 
Mahlum. 


Prior to 1877. to visit the Twin 
Cities the Brainerdites were obliged I 
to go by the way of Carlton, or by j 
stage to St. Cloud and take the train 
there or at Sauk Rapids. 
We know j 
that at that time they commenced to 
build tile N orthern Pacific railroad 
the northern half of the state and 
more was vacant and unoccupied. So 
was the western half of the state and 
more. 
The western line of t Ii is u n ­ 
settled country could 
be extended 
west 2000 miles to the Pacific ocean. 
A few years ago I got into a sleep­ 
ers at New Orleans and got out of it 
eighty hours later two thousand miles 
west, at Los Angeles, California. Af-

and eastern Texas the country was 
unsettled most of, the way. 
A few’ 
buildings at

Two or three years ago I be­ 
came tired of the sameness of mild 
warm southern weather and started 
back north.

phis to visit some ex-Brainerdites re­ 
siding there.
